3. Nuclear Diffusion 

(a) General Principles! They belLtvs that further diffusion of nuclear weapons 
into the control of eny national government not now awning them would make more dif- 
ficult the problem of aalntainlng lasting peace. 

(b) Future negotiations ! They egree to seek in the above-mentioned Coaalttee 
(or other appropriate forum) to develop policies regarding non-diffusion of nuclear 
weapons to which all states owning nuclear weapons alght agree and to which states 
not now owning nuclear weapons alght also subscribe. 

(c) Inter la mtass t In the aaaatlae, as states now owning nuclear weapons, they 
declare they will not themselves relinquish control over any nuclear waaspons to aay 
Individual state or regime mot now earning each weapons; they will not transalt to 
such state or reglae lnf<nrmatlon;:eeUpms n t t :e^aat*rlC VKeolaary ««t their manu-
